The prior art fails to teach polar phase encoding by frequency encoding in a Z- 
direction of a k-space, wherein the phase encoding comprises phase encoding in which 
each datum is represented as m(acos(2-rrd/n)kx) + bsin(2Trd/n)ky + ickz and modifying 
variables within this data as defined by the nested loop.
